American Free Trade Zone without the 
United States if the North American Free 
Tra'de Agreement fails; this would put u 
wall around Mexico south and leave us on 
the outside. This move is potentially more 
rinninginirto-tiuriculturethiU-ony other-U . S.-- 
"industry because SoutirA'mericn is an efti- 
cient agricultural producer, and barriers to 
U.S. agricultural production would-be in- 
creased while the barriers to South America 
would be removed. 

Remember, Carjos Salinas could also- 
achievc his primary goal of making the 
Mexican economy more efficient by mak- 
ing a free trade pact with Japan. It i.s an ef- 
ficient producer and would gi.vc the Mexi- 
can copsumer qiTality goods at reasonable 
prices. This in turn would force Mexican 
manufacturers to gel more effieient and 
would greatly reduce the amount of U.S. 
goods that woufd be competitive after pay- 
ing the high duties. 

• Let’s take a look at Idaho agriculture. A 
Mexican duty of S 13.60 per hundredweight 
on potatoes goes away under NAFTA. 
Potat oes have been shipped to Mexico this

the survey showed.

Political violence over the past 
three years has killed more than 
1 1,000 South Africans, almost all' 
of them black.

while 73 percent of blacks 
believed their lives and the lives of 
their families will improve after the 
ballot, only 8 percent of white's 
believed their lives will improve 
.and 45 percent believed conditions 
will worsen. 

Pollsters interviewed 2,352 
South Africans between Aug. 29 
and Sept. 26. They relied on house- 
to-house canvassing to reach 
blocks, very few of whom have 
telephones. The margin of error 
was plus or minus 2 percentage 


points.
